Aiaie long been banktns heavily. It had been 
/sucecMlully tented In various preliminary 
lUecs, but thU double IlrliiB; was the real 
iMng. 

When the missiles were launched, the 
jubmarlnD OeorEc WashlngtonTode^W feet 
beneath [he AUanllc surface. Discharged 
by comprcMBd air. they burst Into the nlr 
and then soared high as their two-atase en- 
gines reared Into action. ( 

The two M-ton missiles traveled an 1,100- 
mltcs course, Uic equivalent ol a third. ol 
the way across America. The launchlnu sub- 
marine, fully loaded, could fire 10 such mis- 
' sues. 

This success carries with U the high 
. promise of a vita] flexibility in our nuclear 
missile operations. 

The ezilUhcc of a sizable FolacU-bearlng 
submarine fleet would give us one assurance 
that the Soviet Union could not In a sur- 
prise assault wipe out all our rctall&tory 
nuclear power. . 

Admittedly the Polaris is not a long range 
but an Intermediate range missile. But It Is 
• that very loct which permits this weapon 
to be carried In volume by a submarine. 

And a submarine Is a floatUjg, shlltlng 
base not easily detected or attacked, 

This Is the supreme advantage of this mlS' 
slle. It provides us with Uic means for i 
dartlng,-elose-ln. unpredictable oltense that 
should give pause to any potential enemy 
whose land areas come wltliln Its range. 

In the upcertalntles of this turbulent age, 
wo need protection also against the prospect 
that we might lose some of our rochet bases 
on allied or otherwise friendly solL The wide 
- oceans afford us security for nuclear opera- 
tions that is unmatched by any alternative 
we have, 

Even It the development of the Polaris 
and Its carrying aubmarlno fleet should pro- 
ceed at high pace, we cannot conclude, how- 
over, that we win thereby sharply alter the 
military balance in our lavor. 

Wo must e;^oct that the_Busj!anj, loo, 
~ wlll'Wiistcrllie "Secrets oftho PolarlsV'Tlicy 
already have a tremendous submarine fleet, 
some of It adaptable for nuclear missile 
launchlngs, all o^ It a menace to our own 
undenea and surface vessels. 

Nevertheless, the Polaris successes repre^ 
sent a remarkable gain for this country's 
defense. We have greatly enlarged our de- 
fense perlmetelr, and have acquired the po- 
tential for quick nuclear thrusts that must 
inevitably be sobering to any prospective 
enemy.
